T h ev sat cross-legged like the 
skim so sw iftly and perpetually from the S ym p legad es Turk«, and had all a look o f habitual sternness, w hich

gadme 
I took a caique to the V a lley o f S w eet W aters, 
and 
r rubied 
aw a y an hour 
on its silken sw ard. 
I 
loung d a m orning in the bazaars, sm oked a parting pipe 
w ith m y old T u rk in the 
B ezestein , and ex ch an g ed a 
last salaam 
w ith 
the venerable A rm enian bookseller, 
still poring over his illum inated H afiz. 
A n d last night, 
with the su n -d ow n boat w aiting at the 
pier, I loitered 
till tw ilight in the sm all and elevated cem etery betw een 
C alata and P era, an d , w ith feelings o f even painful re­ 
gret, gazed m y last 
upon the m atchless 
scen e aiound 
m e. 
In the w ords o f the eloquent author o f A nastasius, 
! 
w h en taking the sam e farevJefl, “ For the 
last tim e m y 
ey e w andered over the dim p led lulls, glided along the 
w inding w aters, and dived into the d eep and delicious 
d ells, in w h ich branch out its jagged shores. 
R everting 
from these sm iling outlets o f its sea-beat suburbs to its 
busy centre, I su rv ey ed , in slo w su ccession, every chap­ 
let ot sw ellin g cupolas, every grove o f slender m inarets; 
and every avenue o f glittering porticos, w h o se pinna­ 
cles dart their golden shafts from betw een the dark cy ­ 
press trees into the azure sk y . 
I d w elt on them as on 
things I w as n ever to behold m ore ; and 
not until the 
even in g had deepened the veil 
it cast over 
the varied 
scen e from orange to purple, and from purple to the sa­ 
ble hue o f night, did 1 tear m y self a w a y from the im ­ 
pressive spot. 
1 then bade the city o f C onstantinople 
farew ell 
for 
ev er, 
d escen ded 
the high-crested hill, 
stepped into the heaving boat, turned m y back upon the 
shore, 
and sank m y 
regrets 
in the 
sparkling w ave, 
across w h ich the m oon had already flung a trem bling bar 
o f silvery ligh t, pointing in y 
w a y , as it w ere , to other 
unknow n region s.” 
T h ere are few intellectual pleasures like that o f find­ 
ing our o w n thoughts and feelin gs w ell described by an­ 
other ! 
I certainly w ould not live in t,he east ; and 
w h en I 
sum up its in con ven ien ces and the deprivations to w hich 
the traveller from E urope, w ith his 
refined 
w an ts, ie 
subjected, I m arvel at the heart-ache vvitli w h ich I turn 
m y back upon it, and the deep die it has 
infused into 
m y im agination. 
I s few peculiar luxuries do not com ­ 
pensate for th e total 
a b sen ce o f com fort ; its lovely 
scenery cannot recon cile you to w retched lodgings ; its 
picturesque costum es and poetical p eop le, and golden 
sk y , fine food for a su m m er’s fancy as they are, cannot 
m ake you forget the civilized pleasures you h ave aban­ 
doned for th em — the fresh literature, the arts and m usic, 
the refined so ciety , the elegant pursuits, and the stirring 
intellectual collision o f the cities o f Europe. 
Y et the w orld contains nothing like 
C onstantinople ! 
If w e could com p el ail our sen ses into o n e, and live by 
the pleasure o f the e y e , it w ere a paradise untranscen­ 
ded. 
T h e B osp h oru s— the superb, peculiar, incom par­ 
able Bosphorus ! tho 
dream -lik e, fairy-built seraglio ! 
the sights w ithin the city so richly strange, and the val­ 
ley s and stream s around it so exquisitely fair ! the vo­ 
luptuous softness o f the dark ey es haunting you r every 
step on shore, and the spirit-like sw iftness and elegan ce 
o f jo u r darting caique upon tfie w aters ! 
In w hat land 
is the priceless night such 
a treasure ? 
W h ere is the 
fancy so d elicately and divinely pam pered ? 
E very h eave at the capstan-bars drew upon m y heart ; 
and w hen the unw illing anchor, at last, let go its hold, 
and the frigate sw ung free w ith the outw ard current, I 
felt as if, in that m om en t, I had parted m y hold upon a 
land o f faery. 
T h e dark cyp resses and golden pinna­ 
cles o£ Seraglio P oint, and the higher shafts o f S o p h ia ’s 
sky-touching m inarets w ere the last objects in m y sw ift­ 
ly-receding e y e , and, iu a short hour or tw o , the w hole 
bright vision had sunk b elow the horizon. 
W e crossed M arm ora, and shot dow n the rapid D ar­ 
d anelles in us m any hours as the passage up had occu­ 
pied d ays, and, rounding the coast o f A n atolia, entered 
b etw een M itylen ean d the A sia n sh ore, and, on the third 
d a y , anchored in the bay o f Sm yrna. 
’ ‘E very body k n ow s S m y r n a ,” 
says M ucFarlane, 
**it is sueh a p la ce f o r Jigs / ” 
It is u lovv-butlt tow n , 
at the head o f the long gulf, w h ich bears its n a m e , and, 
w ith the exception o f the high rock im m ediately over it, 
topped by the ruins o f an old ca stle, said to em body 
iu its w alls the ancient Christian church, it has no very 
striking features. 
E xten sive gardens 
spread a w a y on 
every sid e, and, w ithout excitin g m uch o f your adm ira­ 
tion for its b eau ty, there 
is a look o f p eace and rural 
com fort about the neighbourhood that eilects the mind 
pleasantly. 
A lm ost im m ediately on m y arrival, I joined a party 
for a few 
d a y s’ tour in A sia M inor. 
W e w ere five, 
and, w ith a b aggage-horse, and a m ounted su ridjee, 
our caravan w as rather respectable. 
Our appointm ents 
w ere orientally sim ple. 
W e bad each a T urkish bed, 
(alias, a sm all carp et,) a n igh tcap , and a “ co p y h o ld ” 
upon a pair o f saddle bags, containing certain things for­ 
bidden by the koran, and therefore not likely to be found 
by the w ay. 
O ur attendant w as a m ost ill-favoured 
T u rk , w h ose pilgrim age to M ecca, (h e w as a hajji, and 
w ore a green turban,) had, at least, im parted no sanc- 
t'ty to his visage. 
If he w as not a rogue, nature had 
m is-labelled hitn, and I shelter m y w ant o f charity un­ 
der the A rabic proverb : “ Distrust thy neighbour if he 
has m ade a hajji ; if he has m ade tw o , m ake haste to 
leave thy house ” 
W e w ound our w a y slo w ly out o f the narrow and 
ili-p a \ed streets o f S m yrna, and passing through the 
suburban gard en s, y ello w w ith lem ons and oranges, 
crossed a sm all bridge over the Ilerrnus. 
T h is is the 
favorite w alk o f the S tn yrniotes, and if its classic river, 
whose “ gold en sa n d -” (h ere, at lea st,) are not golden, 
and its “ Bath o f D ian a” near b y, w h ose w aters w ould 
scarce purify her “ silver b o w ,” are som ething less than 
their sounding n a m es— there is a cool, dark cem etary 
beyond, less iam ous, hut m ore practicable for sentim ent, 
and m any a sh ad ow y vine and drooping tree in the gar­ 
dens around, that m ight recom p en se lovers, perhaps, 
for the dirty labyrinth o f the intervening suburbs. 
W e spurred^away over the long plain o f lladjilar, 
leaving to the right and left 
the pretty v illages, orna­ 
m ented by the sum m er resid en ces o f the w ealth y m er­ 
chants o f S m y rn a , and in tw o or three hours reached a 
rfmall lone cafe, at the 
foot o f its bounding range o f 
mountains. 
W e dism ounted here to breathe our horses, 
and w h ile coffee w as preparing, 1 discovered, in a green 
hollow hard b y , a sm all encam pm ent of g ipsies. 
YY’ith 
stones ia onr hands, as the cafejee told us the dogs w ere 
troublesom e, w e w alked dow n into the little round-bot­ 
tomed dell, a spot selected w ith “ a lo v er’s e y e for na­ 
ture,” and w ere brought to bay by a dozen noble 
sheplierd-dogs, w ithin a few yards o f their outer tent. 
I he noise brought out an old sunburnt w o m a n , and 
?Vo or three younger on es, w ith a troop o f b o y s, w ho 


w ith their thin, strongly-m arked gipsy features, ami 
w ild eyes, ga v e them m ore the appearance o f men. 
It 
w as the first tim e I had ever remarked such a charac­ 
ter upon a class o f fem ale faces, and I should have 
thought I had m istaken their se x , if their half-naked 
figures had not put it beyond a doubt. 
T h e m en w ere 
probably gon e to S m yrna, as none w ere visible in the 
encam pm ent. 
A s w e w ere about returning, the curtain 
ot the largest tent, w h ich had b een dropped on our en ­ 
trance, w as lilted cautiously, by a beautiful girl, o f 
perhaps thirteen, w liogpiot rem arking that i w as som e­ 
w hat in the rear o f m y com panions, looked after them 
a m om ent, and then fastening back the dingy folds by a 
string, returned to her em p loym en t o f sw in gin g an in­ 
fant in a sm all w icker ham m ock , suspended in the cen ­ 
tre o f the tent. 
H er dark, hut 
prettily rounded arm , 
w as decked w ith a bracelet o f silver p ieces, and just 
betw een tw o o f the finest ey es I ever sa w , w a s suspend­ 
ed by a y ello w thread, one o f the sm all gold coins o f 
Constantinople* 
lle r softly-m ou lded bust w a s entirely 
hare, and m ight lm ve served for the m odel o f a youth­ 
ful H ebe. 


A girdle around her w aist sustained loosely a long 
pair ol lull T u rkish trousers, o f the color and fashion 
usually w orn by w om en iu the oast, and, caught over 
her hip, hung suspended by its fringe the truant shaw l 
that had been sutiered to fall from her shoulders, and 
exp ose her guarded beauty. 
1 stood adm iring her a full 
m inute, before I observed a m iddle-aged w om au in the 
opposite corn er, w h o , bending over her w ork , w as for­ 
tunately as late in observing m y intrusive presence. A s 
I advanced h alf a step , h ow ever, m y sh ad ow fell into 
the tent, and starting w ith surprise, sh e rose and drop­ 
ped the curtain. 


YY e re-m ounted, and I rode o n , thinking o f the vis­ 
ion o f lovelin ess I w as leaving in that w ild dell. 
Y\rc 
travel a great w ay to se e hills and rivers, thought I, 
but, after a ll, a human being is a m ore interesting ob ­ 
ject than a m ountain. 
1 shall rem em ber the littleg ip sy 
o f llad jilar, long attcr 1 h ave ibigotton d orm «« and 
Sypilus. 
Our road dw indled into a m ere bridle path, as w e 
advanced, and the scenery grew w ild and barren. 
T h e 
horses w ere all sad «tum blers, and the uneven rocks 
ga ve them every apology for com ing d ow n w h en ever 
they could forget the spur, and so w e entered the broad 
and green vaJley o f Yackherhetn, (I w rite it as I heard 
it p ronounced,) and drew up at the door o f a sm all 
hovel, se r y n g the double purpose o f a cafe and a 
guard-house. * 
A Turkish officer o f the old reg im e,1^urbaned and 
cross-legged , and arm ed w ith pistols and M kgfian, sat 
sm oking on on e side the brazier o f coals, and the caje- 
je e exercised his sm all vocation on the other. 
B efore 
the door, a raised platform o f green sw ard , and a m arble 
sla b , facing tow ards M ecca, indicated the place for 
prayer ; and a dashing rider o f u T u rk , w ho bad kept 
us com pany from S m yrna, flying past us and dropping 
to the rear alternately, had tak en o ff Ins slippers at the 
m om ent w e arrived, and w as com m encin g his noon d e­ 
votions. 
YY'e gathered round our com m issary’s sad d le-b ags, 
and shocked our m ussulm an friends, by producing the 
unclean beast* and the forbidden liquor, w h ich , w ith 
the delicious T urkish coffee, n ever better than in these 
w aysid e h ovels, furnished forth a traveller’s m eal.

1 engaged to 
w ait on board for them on a certain day, but they did not make 
their appearance. 
They gave, as their apology, that they could 
not defile themselves by entering a ship, polluted by the pres­ 
ence of that unclean anim at, die hog.
